Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicants argue that Wolf et al. does not teach all the limitations of the claimed invention such as steps (iv) and (v). This is not found 
persuasive because, as set forth in the previous Office action mailed 5/12/05, page 5, these steps are directed to selecting a catalyst 
using a numerical random generator and crossing by choocing and mixing components without detailed specifics thereof. Wolf et al. 
disclose a method of producing new catalysts. The method comprises providing the catalysts of first generation mixture, restructuring the 
catalysts using evolutionary principles such as crossing and mutations and through random selections using random generators to 
produce a second generation of catalysts. See pages 7-9 of the English translation. New generation of catalysts are tested for their 
performance. The steps are iterated until such time as no further improvement of the catalyst behavior can be ascertained regarding the 
activity and/or selectivity for the particular reaction under consideration. See page 9 of the English translation. Also see Tables 2 and 3 
for the catalysts of the second and third generations. The mixtures are selected using numerical random generators such as GOSDYF, 
G05DZF and G05CCF of NAG Library. See page 22 oi the English translation. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art that since numerical random operators were used, any one of the component of the mixes could be chosen and mixed to others. 
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
